Mr. Bonar Law introduced new 

taxation schemes with the proposal ty 

increase the postal rate within the 


United Kingdom and to the United 
States, Canada, India and the other 
dominions, from a penny to_ three 


half-pence, which would yield £3,400,- 
000, The postage on postcards would 
be a penny, The income tax wouid 
be raised from five shillings to six 
shillings on the pound. ‘The stamp 
duty on cheques would be raised from 
a penny to two-pence, ylelding £75),- 
000, The increased income tax would 
yleld £11,000,000, There would be no 
change in the tax on incomes under 
£500. There would be no increase ia 
the rate on- service pay, 

With regard to a double income tax 
within the Empire, he proposed to 
adopt the principle of his predecessor, 
and the extra shilling would not apply 
when the double tax was equal to six 
shillings. Allowances for children 


] would apply to incomes up to £800, 


instead of £700 as at present. 
According to the new taxation, the 
super-tax would be four shillings and 
sixpence on the pound, instead of 
three shillings and sixpence and would 


| begin with incomes amounting ‘to £2,- | 


500 instead of £3,000. The chancellor 
said that farmers would be taxed on 


the assumption that their profits are | 


twice their rentals. The present law 
assumes that a farmer’s income is ex- 
actly equal to his rental. 

Spirit Duty Increased 


The spirit duty would be increased | 


from 14 shillings and ninepence a 
gallon to 30 shillings, bringing in £5,- 


| 500,000 this year. The beer duty would 
| be raised from 


25 to 50 shillings a 
barrel and would bring in £9,700,000 
this year. He had no doubt that at 
tho prices to be fixed by the food con- 
troller the trade could bear the bur- 
den and still make a good profit. 

The tobacco duty would be raised 
from six shillings fivepence to eight 
shillings twopence a pound. Tobacco 
was under the control of the tobacco 
controller and the result of the in- 


dyes produced even beyond the inge- 
nuity of the Germans, for the British 
Dyes company did not have to start 
at the beginning, but where Germany 
left off In August, 1914. 

The company has been able to man- 
ufacture nitric acid, fuming sulphyric 
acid and intermediates, such as ben- 
zoidine, betanaphthol and synthetic- 
phenol, as well as fine dyes, and !s 
evidently in control of a complete or- 
ganization, 

From a financial point of view its 
success is demonstrated by the fact 
that it has been able to pay the maxi- 
mum dividends allowed upon each 
share of capital during the past two 
years.

LONDON, April 22.—Field Marshal Haig’s report from head- 
quarters in France Monday evening reads: 

‘Hostile raiding parties attempted a raid south of the Somme 
in the vicinity of Hamel and south of La Bassee canal, opposite 
; Cambrin, were repulsed, 

“Northwest of Festubert under cover of the bombardment re- 
ported this morning, the enemy succeeded in capturing an advanced 
position, which had already changed hands several times during the 
recent fighting.

Bishop Gray paid his first visit to 
the newly constructed St, David's 
mission church, situated at the corner 
of Wye road and 75th street; in King 
Edward Park district, on Sunday 
afternoon. 

The building was filled to its utmost 
capacity by men, women and children 
and the bishop was made to feel thor- 
oughly at home amongst this portion 
of his flock. He was accompanied hy 
the Rey. C. F, A, Clough, vicar of the! 
parish, and Mr. A. L. Withy, the lay 


reader, the two latter gentlemen as- 
sisting in the special dedication ser- 
vices. Mr, Clough led the congrega- 
tion in the chanting of the Psalms an1 
other devotignal exercises applicable | 
to the occasion, the Psalms chosen for) 
the service being 84th, 22nd and 
133rd. Mr. Withey read the two les- 
sons, the first being the 7th chapter, 
2nd book of Chronicles, and the sec- 
ond being 21st chapter of the book of 
Revelations, 

The hymns chosen were from the 
chureh hymn book, being numbers 
383, 653, 868 and 26. These were ail 
sung in a very hearty manner by all 
present. 

Bishop Gray chose as the basis for 
his remarks two texts of scripture, 
the first being Exodus, chapter 25, 
verse 8, being part of God's message 
to Moses: “And let. them make me a 
sanctuary, that I may dwell among 
them.” The second text was Ephe- 
stans, chapter 5, verse 15, the apostle 
Paul's exhortation to the Ephesians, 
“See that ye walk circumspectly, not 
as fools but as wise, redeeming the 
time because the days are evil.’’ 

The bishop laid particular emphasis 
on the opening statement of his ser- 
mon that this ts the age of great op- 
portunities, He impressed upon hfs 
hearers that they do not let any op- 
portunity for doing good pass by, but 
to grasp it. Success in any depart- 
ment of life largely depended on co- 
operation, and he sincerely desired | 
that fn all efforts for the good of the 
church and the community in which 
they dwelt the people would bear this 
important fact in mind. The plan of 
all our lives was laid down by God,|! 
the great Ruler of the universe, and 
no one cvuld think of the Divife or- 
dering anything but that had a de- 
finite object in mind, and that for 
the general good. Many opportunt- 
tiles that came one's way were not 
taken advantage of, and often disaster 
resulted therefrom.» On the other 
hand, through no fault of ours, very

Toronto “Saturday Night:” 

Dear Sir—At present, with the other 
newspapers of Canada, you are work- 
ing tooth and nail for Greater Pro- 
duction, The matter of bringing 
about the maximum of production in 
Canada is so absurdly simple, that a 
common man, though a fool, may not 
err therein. When we read the reams 
of newspaper print in regard to Great- 
er Production it is to smile, were it 
not for the grave seriousness, 1 might 
Say the impending tragedy, of the | 
thing. What are the obstacles to 
maximum production? First, the un- 
reasonably high cost of production 
caused by the senseless tariff on the 


machinery used for production. Sec- 
ond, the labor problem which any 
Sane government should be able to 


overcome in double quick time. Third, 
the lack of a fixed minimum price for 
a period covering at least three years, 

With the first obstacle I shall deal 
very shortly, It is a burning issue 
thet has been before the public for 
many years, Its injustice has been! 
proven times without number, and all 
I can say of the man, or body of men, 
who are so dead to the call of human- 
ity as to uphold the tariff tax on farm 
machinery during the present awful 
crisis, when a few additional millions

Oats or Corn ? 


Land, like money and labor, ts 
worth what it will earn, or rathor 


it is worth the profit on what can be 
earned from it by the application of 
capital and labor. Land is cheap at 
$250 an acre if it will yleld an assured} 
annual profit on that capital invest- 
ment; and it is dear at $10 if it wil 
not earn a profit on that amount. 
The profit in farming is the return 
from the sale of products over and 
above cost of production and Itnteres: 
an investment. 


High priced land comes from tha 
establishment of permanently favor- 
able conditions, But as the price rises 
the interest charge increases, and soo, 
becomes a serious burden on produc- 
tion. Given two farms being operated 
on equally favorable conditions as to 
production and prices, one of which 
has cost $560 and the other $260 an 
acre, and the farmer on the higher 
priced iand is etruggling against a 
serious handicap. The annual interest 
charge on $250 at 7 per cent is $17.50. 
On $650 it is $8.50. The difference ‘s 
the price of 14 bushels of wheat at 
$1.00 a bushel, or 18 bushels at 75c.

Mr. Wii- 
kinson was born in Illinois, so that 
he knows all about corn. Summarized, 
his experience in Nebraska and ina 
North Alberta is 3 follows: 
Corn—average 80 bushets up to 89. 
Wheat—average 18 bushels up to 45. 
Oats—average 25 bushels up to 40.) 
Potatoes—average 75 bus. up to 150. 
North Alberta, 8 years’ experience: 
Oats—average 50 bushels up to 125. 
Barley—average 30 bushels up to 60, 


Clearly wheat raising will not make 
$250 an acre land outside of war 
times and war prices. Cut the price of 
land in half: $25 and $125 an acre, 
Interest at 7 per cent on $25 is $1.75, 
on $125, $8.75. Less than two bushols 
of wheat at $1.00 a bushel or two anit 
a quarter bushels at Tic will meet 
the intere&t In the one case and nearly 
nine bushels will be needed in the 
other at $1.00 or nearly 12 bushels at 
Tbe. Wheat raising will not give a 
profitable return on $125 an acre land 
at before war or after war prices, 
And the man who buys land naturaii 
expects to use its earning power long 
after war conditions have passed, 

In the states of Indiana and Illinois, 
Iowa and eastern Nebraska, good 
farm land, well situated, was selling 
before the war at from $100 an acre 
up to $200. Since the war this has 
gone up to $f25 and $250. In North 
Alberta good average farm land is 
now selling at from $20 to $50 an 
acre, An average acre of North A'l- 
berta land will produce a larger re~- 
turn of food products in quantity and 
value with less outlay of labor than 
an average acre in the best part of the 
States mentioned, The difference In 
price is because of the greater pres- 
sure of population there. Not because 
of any advantage in the proasibilities 
of production or marketing, except 4 
shorter rail haul to the seaboard ana 
a lower cost of necessary farm imple- 
ments, 


The foundation of profitable farm- 
ing !s soil fertility. The “black soi.’ 
countries are the countries of profit- 
able production, The Prairie West of 
Canada is a “black soil’ country, ani 
North Alberta hag full share in the 
accumulated riches of that condition, 
Fields have been in continuous cultt-| 
vation in this district for 80 years) 
without the application of fertilizer of 
any kind and still show practically 
undiminished fertility. This is a con-| 
dition that lends Itself to “wheat rajis- 
ing,” especially under the stimulus of! 
war prices, and wheat lands are now 
attracting the favorable attention of 
investors. But wheat raising ts not 
farming, and it is not the wheat lands 
of the United States that command 
the highest prices. The high priced 
land 1s in the “corn belt’: the area 
where corn, not wheat, is the great 
crop. And the high priee of land 
comes from the profit on the feeding 
of corn to cattle and hoga. 

The high price of corn land was a 
matter of development; the result uf 
the cumulative profit on grain, stock 
and dairy farming combined, and of 
the social and business conditions that 
naturally grew out of that system of 
production, North Alberta has all 
the conditions favorable for combined 
grain, stock and dairy farming. But 
it does not grow corn, ‘Then how can 
it compete as a field of profitable 
production with those states where 
corn is king? That is a question that 
every renter in the corn etates at 
least who is faced with the need or} 
opportunity of becoming his own 
Jandlord, should ask, and have an- 
swered before he takes the plunge. If 
he is a renter and buys expensive corn 
land under mortgage, he only @Xx-

The corn yield given above is of 
shelled corn. The standard weight of 
shelled corn is from 56 to 60 pounds 
per bushel, differing in different states. 
The standard weight of vats in the 
United States is 32 pounds per bushel, 
and in Canada 34 pounds, 


At 56 pounds per bushel an acre of| 
}corn yielding 30 bushels would give a} 
| gross weight of 1,680 pounds. At 84 
|}pounds per bushel an acre of oats 
ylelding 50 bushels would give a gross 
weight of 1,700 pounds, So that on an 
average yield, the weight of food fram 
an acre of corn in Nebraska and of 
oats in North Alberta is practically 
the same, 

As to food value the oats is the 
better fNesh-former and the corn the 
better fattener. Oats are always 
chopped before being fed to stock 
other than horses. They are fed to} 
young stock during the period of 
growth. When feeding to fatten, 
chopped barley is added as a fattening 
ration, It is officially calculated that 
13 bushels of corn will make 100 
pounds of pork up to 200 pounds. 
Beyond 200 pounds the rate of con- 
sumption would be 14 bushels. Mr. 
Wilkinson ig of the opinion that 15 
bushels of oats will make 100 pounds 
of pork up to 150 pounds. Over 150 
pounds barley at the rate of 15 bushels 
per 100 pounds of pork is needed; 
practically the same weight of food as 
18 bushels of corn. Chopped oats ts 
as good as or better than corn to 
make young pigs grow quickly. To} 
fatten for market, chopped barley | 
mixed with chopped oats will produce 
a finished article as quickly as corn, 
Recently the price of live hogs at 
Chicago was 17% cents. At Kdmenton 
the price has averaged 2 centa over 
the Chicago figures, and, indeed, some- 
times has gone up to 20% cents, 
Whether this is because the pork ts of! 
superior quality or not it certainly| 
establishes that North Alberta pork) 
fed on chopped oats and fattened on 
|chopped barley raised on $25-an-acre 
land is not inferior to the corn-fed 
article produced on $250-an-acre land 
in Ilinols or Iowa, 

Crop. certainty is as important a 
factor in establishing a price for land 
as crop yield. Corn is always a risky 
jcrop. The yleld varies as the result 
}of uncontrollable conditions more than 
does the yleld of wheat—and wheat is 
risky enough in all countries, Oats 
und barley in North Alberta vary from 
a moderate to an abnormal yield. 
Corn crops, even in the best regions 
of the corn belt, vary all the way from 
total failure to a very large yield. 
Therefore, on the question of crop 
certainty, the advantage is on the side 
of the cheaper land of North Alberta. 

Regarding cost of production in 
labor, Plowing for corn begins tn 
Iowa and Eastern Nebraska about 
March 1st Planting takes place from 
the first to the 265th of May, Cultiva- 
tion {s carried on until about the end 
of June, It is estimated that one 
man with a three-horse team and 
suitable implements will take care of 
about 35 acres of corn, and have time 
to put in from ten to twenty acres of 
cats or vther crop after the corn ts 
planted and before cultivation begins. 
After cultivation {s finished he has| 
from, say, June 25th until cutting be- 
gins, about September 15th to 20th, or 
husking, about the middle of October, 
to attend to other work of the farm. 

In the case of gats, if, say, half the 
land is plowed in the fall, one man 
with four-horse team can put in 100 
Spring plowing weuld begin 
about April 14th and seeding between 
the first and 22nd of May. Between 
the end of seeding, about the last week

cutting, say, about the first week of 
September, or later, the man and 
team can be employed at other work 
as, for instance, seeding barley up to 


| June 1st to 6th, or oats for green feed 
up to June 


26th Breaking or work- 
ing summer fallow can be done in 
June and July. Haying is done in 
July and early August, and then cut- 
ting barley and wheat is fintshed be- 
fore the oats are ready in September, 

It is clear from this comparison 
that, so far as labor is concerned, up 
to the date of harvesting, one man 
and outfit is able to handle over twice 
the acrenge of oafs that he can of 
corn, It is difficult to make a cor- 
parison between the cost of harvest- 
ing and threshing oats and of cutting 
or husking corn, Three pounds of 
twine an acre is needed to bind the 
oats, costing, say, 60 cents, the binder 
costs, say, 76 cents and stooking 40 
cents or $1. 76 an acre, The threshing 
charge is 3% cents a bushel, add 2 
cents for additional labor and board. 
This makes 5% cents a bushel; add 
an estimate of 4% cents a bushel to 
pay for twine, cutting and stooking 
and the tota! cost is 10 cents a bushel. 
The cost of husking corn from the 
standing stalk is 10 cents a bushel, 
with cost of man, team and board 
added, One man will husk about au 
acre n day. As already stated, oats, 
and barley as well, have to be chopped 
before being fed to stock, while corn 
can be fed quite as well on the cob as 
in any other way. 

As to respective food value of out 


straw and corn etalks: The corn 
stalks from an acre would probably 
give about twice as much bulk or 


tonnage us the out straw from an acre, 
but it is not likely that the food value 
of the cornstalks would be in pro- 
portion to the bulk or weight. The 
stalks of corn must be ripe if the grain 
is ripe. And when the stalks are fully 
ripe they give a minimum of nutriment, 
In the case of oats, as of all other 
grain grown in North Alberta, the 
grain ripens before the straw so that 
it is possible to thresh first class oats 
from straw that is still partly green, 
and, therefore, contains a great deal 
more food value per ton than fully

MAJESTY—A, well known photoplay 
eritic bas sald that only scenarios writ- 
ten for the Bhotoplay reniiy suceeed. He 
cited “The Clansinan” froin which “The 
Birth of a Nation” was scepter an the 
single exception to the rule. He objected 
to “A Tale of Two Cities” on the ground 
that as a photoplay it was too sketchy 
and the star too robust. He objected to 
filmatized novela generally because, as he 
said, a classic can be w ciassic only In one 
form. However, “The Viear ef Wake- 
field,” the photoplay version of the Oliver 
Goldsmith story, reveals new and unsus- 
pected opportunities for the scenario-writ- 
er who would adapt classics to motion 
‘etures. The story for which Goldsmith 
sald to have received a paltry £60 
abounds in wit and humor that relleves 
the tenser situations and the meral truth 
expressed iu the tale, as several critics 
have noted, is identical with that of the 
Book of Job; the triumph of steadfnat 
virtue and plety against “the slings and 
arrows of outrageous fortune.” In spite 
of some minor obliquities in character and 
situatlon, the general effect of the story 
is one of wholesomeness; it rings true, for 
its keynote is love. 

The photoplay version now at the Ma- 
Jesty is handled in a manner that seems al- 
most reverent. ‘There is not a foot of 
film that is wasted, not a situation that 
does not ve wu direct bearing on the 
narrative if such one may call it. Some 
critics call “The Vicar of Wakefield” a 
series of disconnected anecdotes. What- 
ever it may be considered from a critical 
standpoint It cannot be gainsaid that os 
presented by Frederick Warde and his 
excellent company of film players the 
story lives again in a form that cannot 
but be Interesting, ‘The Majesty man- 
agement has provided the usual excellent 
musical accompaniment which Majost 
audiences are learning to expect wit 
each and every photoplay program.

When old Joel's treatment of his wife 
drives her out on a mad geolitary ride 
across the desert and she is thrown from 
ber horse and Orlando ts at hand to save 
her in some miraculous manner, matters 
come to a climax and the two realize fully 
that they love each other. Even then no 
sign is given and Orlando cartes for her 
as tenderly and impersonally as if she 
had been his small sister, indeed, more so, 
The old husband, however, when they re- 
turn together allows his worst nature to

| DUBLIN, April —John Dillon,
